Another fish in 
the trout family in his country is 
| Hucho hucho, which resembles a 
Salmon and grows to a large size. 
Minimum length for this species 
is 24 inches. 

Mr. Kosoric’s time here was very 
limited, but he was taken for a 
half-hour canoe trip on the Au- 
Sable Main Stream from Wa Wa 
Sum to Stephan’s Bridge by Dr. 
Allison. Along the way he com- 
mented about the richness pf the 
stream in fish-food organisms and 
pointed out a number of places 
said were typical spots for gray- 
ling. These were locations where 
the stream bottom was gravelled, 
and water flow more rapid than 
average, anid about 15 inehes deep. 

Compared to our streams, Kos- 
oric said the streams in his country 
wére colder and clearer and spec- 
ies of trout are present in the 
same waters with the grayling.
